Some idea of the unprecedented strain that this 
war has put upon the machinery of credit, says tho 
New York Commercial, may be gathered from the 
fact that England never before resorted to the ex­ 
pedient of the moratorium. 
The Bank Act has been 
suspended before, but not so general a moratorium, 
which means that the payment of debts and all pow­ 
er to collect them are suspended. 
This moratorium 
will be in force for a month from last Thursday, and 
it applies to every form of debt or obligation except 
wages, salaries, taxes, government payments and in­ 
surance. 
Only checks and demand bills will be hon­ 
ored by the banks. 
It adds days of grace to the end 
of the specified month to all commercial paper and 
bills of exchange falling due before that date France 
has resorted to the same expedient and Germany 
seems to have taken a similar step by suspending 
the execution of court process for the collection of 
debts. 
If neither side gains a decisive advantage in tho 
furious fighting which will go on during the next 
month conditions may be worse instead of better 
at the expiration of the moratoriums. 
While this 
lasts London will bo unable to act as the world's 
clearing house for foreign exchange. It is therefore 
imperative that New York should assume that func­ 
tion as soon as possible. 
This is tile only neutral 
money market of Importance. 
Our wheat and other 
foodstuffs must be sold in Europe and those who buri 
must establish credits with us. Such foreign business 
will be facilitated by the establishment of branches 
of our larger banks or of the Federal Reserve banks 
in London, Paris and other important centers access­ 
ible to us and they ran do business safely in all 
parts of the world through the medium of bills of 
exchange drawn against cash deposited or credits es­ 
tablished at New York and other reserve cities In 
the United States. 
It is important that this gigantic 
task should be added to the task of the Federal Re­ 
serve Board at the very outset, but its members will 
undoubtedly rise to the occasion ami perform the 
greatest feat in banking ever accomplished. 
They 
have the power, if they know how to use it. 


Power Bond Issue Attacked 
Frank E. Hartigan, building contractor of Los An­ 
geles. has instituted an action in the Superior Court 
of Los Angeles against the City of Los Angeles pray­ 
ing that the power bond issue of $6,500,000 be de­ 
clared invalid and that the city officials be enjoined 
from using any of the money realized from the sale 
of the bonds. 
In May last there was voted an issue of $6,500,000 
bonds of which $1,250,000 was for the purpose of 
completing the power plant of the city In San Fran- 
eisyilto Canyon and to install a transmission line to 
the city limits of Los Angeles. $5,250,000 of the issue 
was to establish a municipal distributing system for 
aqueduct power, and it is proposed to acquire the 
distributing system of the Southern California Edi­ 
son company through the agency of the State Rail 
road Commission. 
An attack is made particularly against the issue 
of $1,482,000 of the bonds provided for in an ordi­ 
nance adopted June 19. 
The court is asked to en- 
jjin this issue, on the technical ground that the 
proposition voted on at the election May 8 did not 
mention the fact that any portion of the issue was 
to be used for tho completion of w'ork already be­ 
gun. 
The entire issue of $6,500,000 is attacked on the 
ground that the proposition voted on at the elec­ 
tion contained two questions, namely: 
First, the voting of $1,250,000 for the construction 
and acquisition of electric generating works. 
Second, the voting of $5,250,000 for the construc­ 
tion or acquisition of distributing lines and of a dis­ 
tributing system. 
It is claimed by Hartigan that tile voters did not 
have an opportunity to 
vote 
on 
these 
questions 
separately, therefore as a taxpayer lie seeks the in­ 
junction prayed for. 
Regarding the filing of 
tile 
suit 
City 
Attorney 
Stephens said: “Dillon, Thomson and Clay, the New 
York bond experts, regarded as the most technical 
and highest authority on bonds in tile country, have 
passed upon the bond proceedings and have declared 
the bonds to be valid and binding obligations upon 
the city, 
in view of their decision I don't believe 
it will be possible for anyone to find a loophole in 
the proceedings through which the bonds might be 
declared invalid. 
We will be prepared to defend our 
position when the matter comes up in court.”

Warburg and Reserve Board 
Paul M. W arburg's testimony before the Senate 
hanking committee, made public today, revealed I hat 
as a member of the new Federal Reserve board, he 
will divest himself of every financial interest, al­ 
though not required by law to do so. 
“I ain going 
to leave Kuhn, Loeb &. Company, and I am going to 
leave my Hamburg firm,” Mr. Warburg told the com­ 
mittee. “I am going to leave every single corpora­ 
tion with which I am connected. 
More than that, I 
am going to leave every 
educational 
anil 
philan­ 
thropic association with which I have been connected 
because I think a man who Is on that Federal Re­ 
serve board ought to be like Caesar’s wife; he ought 
to be above suspicion; he ought to be without any en­ 
tangling alliances. 
My chief purpose in becoming 
a naturalized American citizen In Hill was to bring 
about currency reform in this country, 
“When President Wilson asked ma whether I 
would take this thing, and put it up to me in a very 
kind way, and asked whether I was willing to make 
the sacrifice, because he thought that I was the man 
for it, I felt that I had no right to decline and I 
would be glad to make the sacrifice, because I think 
there is a wonderful opportunity for bringing a great 
piece of constructive work in successful operation 
and it appeals to me to do that.” 
The present currency law, Mr, Warburg deemed 
superior to the Aldrich bill in that dealing with the 
entire country, it gives different rates of discount, 
while the Aldrich bill would have introduced a uni­ 
form rate of discount. 
The weakness of the present 
law, he said, lay in the fact that “the Federal Re­ 
serve Board has got to have very large powers in or­ 
der to overcome tho decentralization.”

refused to discuss the business affairs of his part­ 
ners or to give Judgment upon any of them.

Congress Always Patriotic 
The following editorial in the Express of Los An­ 
geles is full of meat regarding general conditions in 
the United States and shows that American states­ 
manship is patriotic always whenever a crisis ap­ 
pears. 
Says the Express: 
“Numerous as may be the indictments returnable 
against American statesmanship, with special refer­ 
ence to its tendency to confuse and muddle big is­ 
sues in order to play for party advantage, it is yet 
our proud boast, justified by the long review of 
events, that whenever a situation partaking of emer­ 
gency character is presented, our Congress does not 
hesitate to act, promptly, unitedly and patriotically. 
“That our national legislature has not lost its 
time-honored capacity to get down to business when 
necessity, or the appearance of necessity demands, 
is now evidenced by its expeditious procedure in 
amending the currency law, reading into what is 
known as the Aldrich-Vreeland act—which is the 
bridge between the old currency system and the 
federal reserve system—a liberalization which will 
permit the secretary of the treasury to disseminate 
with tile greatest freedom, the benefits and protec­ 
tion of emergency currency. 
While we may have 
little or no occasion to resort to tile expedient of 
the $500,000,000 emergency issue which the Aldrieh- 
Vreeland act authorizes, we are nevertheless in a 
position now, should necessity require, to obtain 
tile most general distribution of this currency for 
the support of American business. 
Under the old, 
inelastic currency law, United States bonds were 
made the solo basis for tile issuance of currency 
by national banks. All currency so issued had to 
be backed by such bonds, owned by the banks„aud 
deposited in the federal treasury. 
“The Aldrich Vreeland act provided for the use 
of other securities, such as municipal and state 
bonds, as supplementary to United States bonds; 
but, for the protection of the credit of United States 
bonds required that banka seeking to issue emer­ 


g e n c y currency should, as a qualification for such 
privilege, possess United States bonds equal to at. 
least 4b per cent of their respective capitalizations. 
By the amendment, to tile law, just passed, the sec­ 
retary of the treasury is authorized, in his discre­ 
tion, to disregard this restriction and permit the 
Issuance of emergency currency upon the security 
of such collateral as the act itself recognizes 
In 
other words, national hanks, conforming to the gen­ 
eral requirements of the law, can now be allowed 
to issue emergency currency bucked by state and 
municipal bonds, whether or not they hold United 
States bonds as originally required 
Thus we are 
provided, immediately, with an elasticity of currency 
approaching, though not equalling, that which will 
obtain under the federal reserve act. Back of Hie 
business of the* country is thrown the support of a 
half LII lion of money, based on the credit of one 
country, ready if needed for use. 
‘ Whatever the European drains on American gold 
may amount to, we can go forward with absolute as­ 
surance of our ability to meet our obligations. Dis­ 
aster and pan ii are placed beyond the pale of prob­ 
ability, virtually beyond possibility. 
We have only 
to proceed to business, as usual.

cent), while population has grown from X,OOO,OOO to 
98,000,000, an expansion of 1125 per rent. 
The pro­ 
gress of tile other young countries lias been small 
In comparison with the growth of wealth in tile United 
States; 
nevertheless, 
when one remembers

meagerness of tile populations of Canada, of A us-, 
tralia, of the Cape of Good Hope, and of South Amer­ 
ica. and the smallness of their incomes In the ear­ 
ly part of last century, the really wonderful advance 
in their economic well-being becomes apparent.
